End of the Fot and Mouth Cam-
palgn Believesd] to be In Sight—

Danger from Infection
The announcement that on April
1, for the firat time since the appear-
ance of the disease last October,
there were no animals known to be
affected with the foot-and-mouth dis-

ease in the United States, is belleved
to indicate that the end of the long
cammpalgn Is In  wmight. Additional
cuses are expected from time to time
~—In fact two new herds were report-
ed from Illinois the morning after
the announcement was made——but
such cases are regarded as more or
lesa sporadic and I promptly report-
ed ¢an be dealt with before the con-
taglon has had an opportunity to
spread widely,

Under the best circumstances,
however, it will be some time yot be-
fore all danger of a new outbreak is
over. In sections where the diseane
has been prevalent the contaglon is
likely to linger In manure, hay, feeds
of various kinds, and on the ground
itself. Even after premises where
the disease has existed have been
thoroughly disinfected it Is not con-
sldered wise to introduce new stock
until at least 60 days have passed.
In the opinion of the authorities,
however, the most essentinl thing
now is that there should ba no con-
cealed sources of Infectlon. For the
information of the publie and the
atock owners In particular the De-
partment of Agriculture Is Issuing a
revision of its former publications
on the pestilence and this pamphlet,
known as Farmers' Bulletin 660,
“Foot-and-Mouth Di“ease,” will be
sent free on application. The bulle-
tin containg among other things a
brief description of the symptoms of
the disease, in particular the charac-
teristic vesicles which make their ap-
pearance in the mouth and about the
feet. Although these vesicles are
pecullar to the foot-and-mouth dis-
ease they soon become ruptured and
contaminated by other microorgan-
isms to such an extent that it Is fre-
quently difficult to ascertain their
original character. There are, more-
over, two other diseases common in
live stock, known as necrotie stomat-
itis and mycotic stomatitis which ef-
fect the mouth In & way somewhat

similar to the foot-and-mouth dis-
ease.  For this reason farmers who
notice anything suspicious about

their stock should report the matter
at once and refraln from taking
chances which may prove disastrous
not only to themselves but to the
whole country,

The history of the past slx months,
however, has done much to educate
the publiec to the importance of deal-
ing promptly with the disease. The
first federal quarantine was declared
on October 19, 1814, and since that
time more than 140,000 animals

quence bave been slaughtered. This
losg has been divided very unequally
among the 21 states and the District
of Columbin, which have been affect-
ed. By far the greatest losses have
been experienced In those states in
which there was a widespread belief
that the policy of lmmediate slaugh-
ter of aull expowed animals and rigid

quarantining of all Infected districis

wask unnecessarily costly and trouble-
BOme,

Experience, however, has confirm-
ed the official view that only in this
way can the digease ever be eradieat-

ed.  In certaln countries in Europe,
notably In Germany, the pestilence
has gained such a foothold that the
slaughter of exposed anlmals can not
be resorted to and In  consequence

the widespread prevalence of the
pestilence is a perpetual  and  ex-
hausting drain upon the farmers' re-
sources. In 1911, for example, it
wiig estimated that in Germany there
were 3,366,365 cnttle, 1,602927
sheep, 2,665,371 hogs, and 53,674
goats suffering from the disease.
Since the total number of these ani-
mals in the United States Is between
three and four times that in Ger-
many the loss to the country would
be proportionately greater if the dis-
euse were ever to become permuan-
ently established here,

Because of the comparatively low
death rate the poliey of guarantining
instead of slanughtering exposed ani-
mals has been advocsted at various
tiwes, and there I8 no doubt that un-
der certain very fuvorable condition:
this may produce satisfactory re-
sults. The disease Is 80 contuglous,
however, and It may be communicnt-
ed through so many different chan-
nels, that any affected animal is =«
constant menace to the npelghbor-
hood. Moreover, the disappearance
of all outward symptoms und the ap-
parent return to health is by no
means & guaranty elther that the an-
imal may not spread the infection,
just as so-called typhold earriers
spread typhold among human belngs,
or that at any moment it may not
suffer n relapse tself.

Hitherto the comparatively lsolat-
wid position of the Lnited States has
kept It remarkably free fron the dis-
ease, This I8 the sixth tiu hat I
has visited America, but on each pre-
vious occasion It has been successful-
ly stamped out with comparatively
insignificant loss. The earliest epl-
demies can be traced to the importa-
tion of foreign animals. Such Im-
portations, however, are now permit-
ted only from countries in which it
is certain that foot-and-mouth dis-
ease does pol exist, so the danger
from this source may be sald to have
been eliminated, The epidemics of
1902 and 1908 were caused by the
importation of vaccine from Japan,
which had in some way become con-
taminated with the infection. This
avenue is also believed to have been
closed by legislation and administra-
tive regulations .

The origin of the present out-
break, which is by far the most seri-
ous that the country has ever experi-
enced, is still unknown. It has been
ascertained, however, that the germ

After the discovery of the exists
énce of the disease the first effort of
the part of the authorities was &
trace all the shipments from Chi¢se
go, round up and slaughter the efe
posed stock, and quarantine the sée=
tlons into which they had been tale
en. These measurea appearsed
check effectually the mpread of the
disease, but they Inevitably caused
much disturbance and indirect los®
to farmers and stockmen, As sool
as the conditions appeared to wam
rant it, therefore, a more general
movement of livestock was permite
ted. It was found, however, that In
certaln instances shipments of atoek
from sections where the disease had
been prevalent apread the contagion
once more and It beoame necessary
to institute fresh quarantines In &
number of sections. Opposition to
the poliey of immediate slaughter sl
so developed In some states, hinders
Ing and delaylng the work of killing
the exposed animals. This opposi=
tion, however, has now disappeared
with the result that the disesse I8
more thoroughly under control thas
at any previous time.
